and treaties which are the protection 
of all nations, whether great or 
small,

quest of Hon. W. J. Hanna, food con- 
troller, an order-in-council has been 
passed giving the food controller 
authority to seize cars of food that 
remain unloaded for four days, The 


new reguiations are to prevent delays 
in cars being put into service after a 
shipmert reaches its destination and 
also to force food upon the market 
immediately on its arrival at any 
point.

The committee commenced work on 
Thursday, when suggestions made hy 
the city clerk and the city assessor 
were considered. 

It was decided to re end that 
registration should be opeh from the 
beginning of the year to August, reg- 
istration to take place at some central 
office in the city halls on either side 
of the river; also that for the non- 
property qualifying elector residence 
in the city for three months prior to 
going in to register should be suf- 
ficient to qualify, with, of course, the 
addition of being a British subject 
and of age. 

As to Burgesses 

An important amendment was rec- 
ommended with re: pect to burgesses 
ewho should also be on the list of 
electors. Anyone on the assessment 
roll will be required to register once, 
and afterwards they will remain on 
the list of electors so long as they 
remain on the assessment roll. 

The special committee is made up 
of the mayor, Ald. Grant as chairman, 
Ald, M. H, Martin and Ald, Esdale. 
Ubjections were raised against cer- 
tain of the proposals, as Ald, Grant 
said that he considered -the three 
months’ qualification of the case 
of non-property qualifying electors 
should date from a certain period, 
say June in each year. It would 
prevent votes being brought in for 
any specific purpose. 

Ald. Esdale voted against the 
echeme of registration for such elec- 
tors, as he wants council to go far- 


the electors, which cculd be done 
through the city departments. He 
pointed out that the city wanted the 
people to register, end therefore it 
should provide for the registration to 
be taken, Often it was impossible for 
®& man or woman to register person- 
aily in the periods set out, 

School Elections 

It was decided to ask for an amend- 
ment of the charter so that a portion 
Of the cost of the municipal elections 
should fall upon the two school 
boards, and also that they should pay 
the whole expense of any school board 
by-election. 

The suggested. preportions are 
three-sixths for the city council, two- 
eixths for the public school board and 
cne-sixth for the Separate school 
s board. 

Special Sur-Tax Certificates 
Mayor Byans outlined a scheme 
which he asked the members of

With the special idea of solving the 
vexing problems of religious instruc- 
tion in the public schools and also in- 
struction in sex hygiene and kindred 
subjects, the idea has. been evolved 
that the standar@ efficlency test work 
may be used to supplement the regular 
school work, In this way the schools 
will be used as the community centres 
that they are logically supposed to be. 
For years social service workers have 
complained that these splendidly built 
structures are for the great part of the 
time lying idle. So the schoo! will ve 
the centre, specially adapted public 
schoo! teachers will take up the work 
so far as it applies to service, mind 


the four-fold developiment, the reig- 
jous will be under the supervision of 
mentors appointed from the different 
The system will be adapted 
to both boys and girls. For the boys it 
is called the Canadian Standard bffi- 
cleney Test, and for girls the course is 
ealled the Canadian Girl in Training. 
The details of the scheme as pro- 


vided in a tentative program suggest- | 


ed by Superintendent Carpenter of the 
city schools are here outlined, subject, 
however to changes to Insure the prac- 
tical working out. Trustee Joseph J. 
Duggan was the man who originally 
conceived the idea of solving these 
two questions that have for 
been vexing the school authorities of 
Canada. Edmonton will be the first 


| place to try out the idea, if the com- 


mittee consisting of school authorities, 
Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., and church a 
thorities which is to meet early in Jan- 
uary agrees that the schedule is prac- 
ticable, 

Following is the organization as 
mapped out in the tentative program: 

“1, A head shall be appointed to be

SPIRIT RIVER | 
| H. CY Hamelin of Spirit River is a 
holiday visitor to Edmonton. He left 
Spirit River on Friday, December 21. 
i W. 8. French, of Waterhole, has 
shipped one car of cattle and one of 
| hogs to the Edmonton stockyards. 
An average of seventy loads of grain 
a day was coming into the elevators 
from the Spirit River, Waterhole and 
|; Pouce Coupee districts The Water- 
| hole is about thirty miles distant, with 
the deep valley of the Peace to cross, 
and Pouce Coupee is sixty miles. The 
price realized is from $1.92 for No, 2 
down, according to grade.

Washington, Dec. 28—As the first praciical step in the go 
vernment’s operation of railroads, which began at noon today, 
Director Genera! McAdoo drafted the railroad’s war board into 
the government service to work out plans of unified operation 
and submit them to him for approval, 

The following five railroad executives, cach a leader in the 
business of transportation, will work out the plan for welding 
250,000 miles of railroads into one great continental system for 
winning the war:

Alberta Farm Loan Act

Ottawa, Deo, 28,— With the 
calling up of the first draft next 
week strong Longe will be tak- 
en against men have failed 
to register under the Military Ser- 
vice Act, Announcement of a 
reward to “any civil police or 
peace officer for the apprenension 
and delivery into military custody 
of a deserter or absentee without 
leave,” is the forerunner of Turth- 
er steps to ensure that all mem- 
bers of class one comply with the 
law. 

Instructions for dealing with desert- 
érs and absentees without leave have 
been issued and the general policy 
determined, Generally speaking. there 
are five different groups of men who, 
from a military point of view, may be 
dealt with as absentees without leave. 
The groups and the penalties to which 
the men in each are liable are as fol- 


lows: 
The Five Classes 

1—Men who have failed to comply 
with the proclamation calling out 
class one—liable for any term of im- 
prisonment not exceeding five years. 
with hard labor. P 

2—Men who, having reported or 
claimed exemption under the Military 
Service Act, falied to altend for 
medical examination when ordered 
to do so—punishable by civil magis- 
trate by a fing not exceeding $200 and

Stale and jejune though the ad

» a success that counts, is to find out 
God's purpeses for one’s life€ and to 
fall in with them. There are great 
forces—which we reverently call the 
providences of God — abroad in our 
day: the wise person will fal) in with 
these Te every man, woman and 
child it is possible to bear a share 
in the creat doings of God in our 
day. Not in vain has this war 
taught us new lessons in co-operation. 
Any life, however obscure, may bear 
its proportionate part in the working 
out of the ideals which a divine hand 
has clearly sketched upen the canvas 
of today. Stevenson puts the idea 
into a beautiful figure:

Southern Mesopotamia—the Irak of 
the Arabs and the Babylonia of the 
Greeks—lies desolate. Its aspect is 
towards the Persian Gulf. and down 
the Tigris to Basra is the natural 
channei for its trade it gets noth- 
ing from the Mediterranean, neither 
trade nor rain, and every drop. of 
water for cultivation musi be led out 
of the rivers, but the ers in their 
natural state are worse than the 
drought. Their discharge is extreme- 
ly variable—about eight times as 
great in April as in October; they 
are always silting up in their beds 
and scooping out others; and when 
there are no men to interfere they 
leave half the country a desert and 
make the other half a swamp. Yet 
the soil, when properly watered is 
of the richest in the world, fur Irak 
is an immense alluvial delta, more 
than five hundred miles from end to 
end, which Tigris and Euphrates 
have deposited in what was originai.y 
the head of the Persian Gulf. 

“The land,” wrote Herodotus, wh« 
saw it in its prime, “has a little rain, 
and this nourishes the corn at the 
root; but the crops are matured and 
brought to harvest by water fror 
the river—not, in Egypt, by the 
river flooding over the fields, but oy 
human labor and shadufs. For 
Babylon, like Egypt, is one network 
of canal the largest of which is 
navigable It is far the best corn 
land of all the countries I know, 
There is no attempt at arboriculture 
—figs or vines or olives—but it is 
such superb corn land that the aver- 
age yield is 200-fold and 360-fold i: 
the best ye The wheat and bar- 
ley there are a good four inches broad 
in the blade il 
grow as big eS 

In a strangely different environ- 
ment this land anticipated our moder 
rhythm of life by 4,000 years, and 
then went back to desolatior five 
centuries before industrialism (which 
may people it) began. 

Another measure of the land's ca 
pacity is the greatness of its ci ‘ 
Herodotus gives esta cs of Baby- 
lon in the Fifth Cer ty. BC.—wal! 
390 feet high, seventy-five fect brea i 
and fifty-eight miles in circuit; three 
and four-story houses jaid out in 
blocks; broad Straight streets inter- 
secting one another at reguiar in- 
tervals, at right angles or paralie! 
to the Euphrates. Anyone who reads 
Herodotus’s descririion of Babylon 
or Ibn Serapion’s of Bagdad, and 
considers that these vast urban 
masses were merely centres of col- 
lection and distribution for the open 
country can infer the density of 
population and intensi ¥y of cultive- 
tion over the face of the Sawad 
(Arabian Black Land).

SOUND FREAKS OF GREAT GUNS 


oo000KG 


ZONES OF SILENCE DISCOVERED | 


Curious sound freaks are being ob- 
served all over France and even in 
England, during the great bombard- 
ments on the western front, writes a 
well-known officer in referring to his 
experiences on the battle front. I 
have been told of numberiless instan- 
ves where the firing has been heard 
us far from the firing line as 150 
iniles, although at 100 miles it is in- 
endible. 

Non-comlatants at great distances 
tebind the jines tell of curious instan- 
«es in which the sound of the distant 
guns is to be distinctly heard on one 
side of a tree but, on the opposite side 
of the same tree, there is no sound at 
au 

Some tell of isolated hill-tops 75 
miles fror: the guns, where no sound 
s heard, and of deep valleys im- 
mediately back of them where the 
deep booming of the guns is distinct. 
One would imagine the opposite to be 
the case. 

I remember similar instances cited 
after the great munitions explosion 
in East london on January 19th. The 
sound was heard as far away as 
Stow, ia Lincolnshire, 128 miles dis- 
tant, bat between the twentieth and 
the sixteenth mile from London. 
there was a zone of silence. I re- 
member that conjectures at the time 
were that for some reason not yet 
known, the sound waves mount and 
pass over the zones of silence. An- 
other curious sound freak of the 
great expiosion was that only one re- 
port was heard in London, but four 
distinct thuds were heard in Norfolk. 
The sound waves sppeared to have 
split up and followed different routes 
in their journey to the outer area, 
travelling a great deal farther in the 
eastern direction than in the western. 

Other instances of noise freaks in- 
cident to gun-fire at the front mu!ti- 
ply.” In fact, there are so many of 
them that it is to be hoped British 
science will make the most of the 
experiments in acoustics which this 
War makes possible. 

One officer with whom I have 
talked -here, tells me the direction of 
the wind does not seem to affect the 
audibitity of the gun-fire at points 
far d the lines. 

A r telis me—he has just re- 
turne. from leave at Cobham — that 
on spots where the chalk crops out 
of the ground, usually just below the 
crest of a hill, the guns are plainly 
audible, whereas a few feet away, no 
sound whatever is felt. He had a curi- 
ous experience, he said, in digging 
just outside his house On the sur- 
face, no sound of guns was to be 
heard, but as soon as he had uncov- 
ered the chalk, the noise of gun-fire 
became extraordinarily loud. 

An old French padre says that one 
of his gravediggers, while putting 
down a deep grave iast week, heard 
unnistakabie sounds of gun-fire at 
the bottom of the grave, although on 
the surface nothing was audible. 

Instances multiply of persons who 
could hear nothing of the guns when 
they stood up, but upon lying at full 
length on the ground, could hear 
them distinctly 

My most vivid talk on the subject, 
however, was with an artillery officer 
who said he had been 30 miles back 
of the line during one of the bom- 
bardments and could hear nothing 
whatever, although he knew that the 
bombardment was at its height. His 
errand necessitated his going some 
eight miles farther back from the 
front lines, wher ‘e was astounded 
to find he could Lar the bom 
ment distinctly. When he 
to the frent, he found that q 
denly the sound ceased altogether 
until he could hear it by waves as 
he approached the guns themselves. 
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To satisfy his own curiosity. 
inquiries and found that not for one 
minute had the bombardment ceased 
during all the time he had been away. 

These instances and many more 
like them, lead one to the conclusion 
that it is not the air, but the ground, 
which carries the stupendous sounds 
of the great bombardment for vast 
distances. 

The theory is that the stratum on 
which the guns rest carries their 
sound as far as it runs, and wherever 
it crops out te the surface, or wher- 
ever diggers touch it, the ccunds it 
is bearing become <uuible.

MUSIC IN ITS NATURE IS 
ESSENTIALLY SPIRITUAL 


At a certain performance given by 
a popular dancer, a young boy of 
about sixteen who had been brought 
by his mother to see the world-fam- 
ous dancer, upon looking at the pro- 
m, exclaimed, “Why mother, we're 
not going to see the dancer. We're 
going to hear music.” The remark 
was justifiable, for under the various 


parts of the program were listed not 
the name of the dancer, but with ar- 
tist subilety the titles of the com- 
positions of the masters of music. 


Tchaikowsky’s Andante gantabile and 
Marche Slave was there, and Dvorak’s 
Slavic Dance was there, and was 
Schubert's Ave Marie and others of 
equal fame and beauty It was not 
until the boy was told that the danc- 
i:.g was to be an interpretation of the 
musical compositions that his mind 
Was set at rest. 

The incident is worthy of note for 
the reason that to one individual at 
least, and, in all probability, to all 
who were within hearing distance of 
the boy’s remark, there came an ap- 
preciation of how great a part music 
piays in the aesthetic world. The aud-
